The table on the following page 
shows that the number of houses in the District which had a piped water 
supply into the house at the end of 195 was 717 (25%) and that a further 
1535 houses were able to obtain a piped water supply from standpipes. 

These figures are an increase of 402 (14%) supplied into the house and 

93 (3%) standpipe supply on the 1953 aah 697515 end 605 That 30% 

of the houses in the District were making use of the long awaited piped 
water supply by the end of 1954 indicated that tne Comprchensive Scheme 

was well under way and that these fipures will rise rapidly during 1955. 

4 further indication of this increase is furnished by the amount of 
water supplied to Thedwastre R.D.C.e from the Comprehensive Scheme during 
1954, 1953 and 1952 which is given in monthly amounts in tabulated form 
on the following page. It will be noted that the average daily consumption 
rose from 11,000 in 1952 to 18,000 in 1953 and again to 54,000 in 1954, 


Huge as these amounts of this water may seem, they are of course dwarfed 
when one realises that the total amount of water which was pumped during the 
year 1954 (from the three bores of the Thedwastre and Thingoe Joint Compre-- 
hensive Scheme = these three bores all being situated in the Thingoe Rural 
District area at Ixworth, Risby and Rushbrooke), was no less than 
135,566,000 gallons. The daily output of 371,410 gallons, benefitted not

In addition 39 bacteriological samples of water were taken from the 
mains in the Thedwastre District during 1954. Some of these were taken pric 
to the completion of flushing of the new mains, but all 30 samples taken 
when the mains had been put into use furnished satisfactory results. 
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Other Supplies. Working class houses in the District not yet supplied 

by the Comprehensive Scheme rely for their water, in most cases, on sholl- 
wells. That these wells were not satisfactory sources and that they were 
Jiable to serious pollution is indicated from the bactcriological reports 
on the 67 samples teken from these sources of which 2h only were 
satisfactory and 43 were unsatisfactorys

Water Carting. During the year water was carted onee a week to various 
houses in parishes - to Badwell Ash (Back Lane), EBlmswell (Hawk End 
Lane), Langham (Near O1d School), Thurston (Great Green) because the 
existing water supplies were polluted; to Rickinghall (Vest Street) and 
to Thurston (Hutments) where there was no supply; and to Norton (Hall 
Lane), where the supply was both polluted and insufficient. 


(ii) DRAINAGE AND SEWERAGE. Although in the previous Section the 
table on page 6 indicates that 25, of the houses in the District have a 
piped water supply into the house and 5, make use of the piped water supply 
from standpipes, it is not true, unfortunately, that the families in these 
houses can make full use of the water supply. For example, of the 627 
total Council houses in the District at the end of 1954 only 12,at Woolpit, 
had W.C's., baths and sinks with cesspool drainage, the remaining 280 
Post-war Council houses had no W.C's. but had baths, sinks and cesspool 
drainage e The Pre-war Council houses which are now on the route where 
the water mains have been laid have been fitted with a single tap over 
the sink and half of them have cesspool drainage, whilst the remaining 
50% have only a pail under the sink to collect the waste water. 

It was inevitable that as Thedwastre did not possess a piped water supply 
they would not have village sewage schemes. The need for such schemes 
and for small plants where the villages do not lend themselves to a 
complete scheme has grown very urgent and is a task for which the Council 
will: shortly devise a programme. Comparison with other Rural Districts 
in the County can be obtained from the following table which gives the 
position as at 3lst August, 1955:-

Most working-class houses in the District 
have pail clos sets, the emptying of which is the responsibility of the

(ii) PUBLIC CLEANSING. A four-weckly kerb-side collection from all 
houses in the District (save for a few isolated propertics) was carried on 
during 1954 employing a Bedford, Glover & Liversidge, moveable floor, 
refuse vehicle (since June 1955 this service has bcen fortnightly) . 

This is the work of a driver and his mate under the direction of Mr.Wyatt - 
on occasion an outside contractor assists in the levelling and covering 

of tips which were situated at Elmswell, Thurston, Langhan, Wattisficld and 
Walsham-lLe-Willows. 


The Rodent Operator, Mr. A. C. Denny, makes regular visits and gives 
special care to the condition of these tips. 


In 1954 there were 662 loads of house refuse removed, which compares 
with 509 loads ST eOVEA Curie LoS.

In addition to the value of salvage there is another income which helps 
tooffset the cost of refuse collection. The Council adopted the provisions 
of Section 75 of the Public Health act, 1946, which allowed them to provide 
each house, (without a suitable re sceptacle), with o satisfactory dustbin at 
an annual charge of 5/- per annum. The dustbins have lasted sO well that 
the 5/- annual charges now show the Council a considerable benefit.

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(vy) CAMPING SITES. 


i4 caravans, housing in all approximately 30 persons are licensed 
within our District, They are spread over ll sites, as in the main they 
are single caravans housing agricultural workers temporariiy, until the 
occupant can be found housing accommodation by the farmer concerned, or 
they may be occupied temporarily by persons near the site on which they 
are having a house built for themselves. 


(vi) SMOKE ..BATEMENT. 


AS smoke abatement is becoming a most urgent and serious problem 
for many industrial authorities, it is gratifying to record that there are 
but 3 factories with factory chimneys in Thedwastre. These are the 
Brickworks, Woolpit (disused), the Bacon Factory, Elmswell, and the Potter; 
at Wattisficld. There has never been any evidence or complaint of smoke 
nuisance arising from these factories in my expericnce. 


(vii) SWIMMING BATHS, 


There are no swimming baths in the District, The swimming baths ai 
Bury Ste Edmunds and Stowmarket are available at reasonable distance to 
many of our inhabitants. 


(viii) ERADIC..TION OF BED BUGS. 


No case of bed bug infestation was either reported or discovered 
during 1954, or in any year covered by my reports which extend from 1938. 


the: services of Mr. A. C. Benny, the Rodent Operator, were 
retained during 1954. Regular and systematic survey of ali properties 
within the District has continued, employing so far as practicable, block 
treatment. #11 439 infested properties have received treatment. Regular 
attention was paid to refuse tips to keep them free from infestation. Free 
treatment was given to houses but a charge of 5/= per hour.made for 
business premises, this charge including the provision of all materials.

4. SCHOOLS. The advent of a piped water supply into several of our parishes 
has been welcomed by the Education Authority who make use of the public 
supply into schools at Elmswell, Rickinghall, Stowlangtoft, Walsham-le- 
Willows, Wattisfield, Woolpit, Norton and Drinkstone. The supplies at 
Norton and Drinkstone were first connected during 195. Sewage disposal 
methods have been improved at the schools at Hlmswell and at Rattlesden 
where part are now W.C's. with septic tanks, whilst the Beyton Modern 
School has W.C's. anda sewage plant.

(b) The Provision of Now Housese 


21 new houses were provided by private enterprise during 1954 
and a further 40 new Council houses were built. The new Council houscs 
provided in the Post-war years are listed in the table on the following 
page which indicates the parish and the year in which these Council 
houses were built. It will be noted that in the 9 post-war years 
(1946-1954) there were built 292 new Council houses, a figure which is 
approaching the 331 total of building in all the pre-war years. It 
will be further noted that the total Council houses number 627 which 
is 227 of all the 2,849 houses throughout the District. 
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(c) Improvement Grants. The Council encourages applications for Improve- 
ment Grants to assist in the improvement and reconditioning of dwellings 
within the Rural District. During 1954 the Council approved applications 
for improvements in respect of a further 10 dwellings to an amount of 
£2,032. 12. O. Since the coming into operation of the Housing Act, 199, 
until the cnd of 1954 the Council had authoriscd Improvement Grants 
amounting to £3,016. 7. 5. in respect of 16 dwellings. 


(a) Subsidies. The Council had by the cnd of 1954 granted subsidies to 


the owners for the ercetion of 11 houses under the Housing Financial 
Provisions Act, 1938. All these subsidies were advanced prior to 195. 


(e) Loans. The Council approved 3 further loans in 1954 under the 
Housing Act, 1949, making a total of & loans which had beun advanced under 
this Act. These loans allow persons to provide themsclves cither with 
a new house or to purchase an existing dwelling. 

(f) Sale of Council Houses. Although one or two enquirics were made by 
existing tenants as to the purchase of the Council houses which they 
occupicd, no Council house has es yet been sold by the Council. 


SECTION _E. 
INSPECTION «ND SUPERVISION OF OOD. 


(a) MILK SUPPLY. The Milk & Dairies Regulations, 1949, reallocated the 
duties with regard to production and supervision of milk supplics - 
the duties of our Authority are curtailed to the surveillance of milk 
in distribution from dairics other than producer retail dairics. 


(>) MEAT AND OTHSR FOODS. The St. Edmundsbury Co-operative Bacon Factory 
at blmswell was the only slaughterhouse regularly in use within the 
District throughout the year and the list of carcases inspected and 
meat condemned which follows on page 14 refers to the work carried 
out by the Sanitary Inspectors at the Factory. 

It should be noted, however, thet the war-time arrangements for 
central slaughtering came to an end on the 29th Junc, 1954. Prior to 
this eonsultation took place between the Council and the meat 
rotailers in Thedwastre on the question of slaughtering facilitics and 
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it was decided to issue licences to 4 slaughterhouses, one each a 
Bimswell, Norton, Walsham, and Woolpit, but these had but very casual 
use in the last six months of the year as only a total of 8 beasts and 
1 sheep was slaughtered in these promises - The butchers of the 
District havepeferred to buy their meat from the hook,
